Israel admits tension

Civil 
Defense officials said at least 49 persons 
were injured.

The county clerk's office has 
authorized a recount of the 
Exxon referendum petitions on 
the basis of claims that persons 
hired to conduct the initial 
count might not have been 
specifically 
deputized 
to 
perform their duties. 
Stanley Hatch, Exxon Corp. 
legal counsel, conceded he had 
told the county counsel's office 
to “ look into it,” and after a 
session with that office, County 
Clerk Howard Menzel swore in 
deputies to begin the counts all 
over 
again 
at 
a cost 
to 
taxpayers of an additional 
$1,000 or more. 
The county clerk’s office 
referred to the matter as a 
"technicality,” and deplored 
the extra expense, added work 
and the inference that it had 
slipped up 
The 
office 
of 
County 
Supervisor James M. Slater, 
along 
with 
environmental 
groups which had felt they had 
succeeded Thursday in having 
the 
referendum 
petitions 
qualify, 
characterized 
the 
matter "as a new move to 
delay” action by the Board of 
Supervisors 
to 
have 
the 
referendum election on May 27. 
The 
new 
count 
— 
not 
expected to be completed next 
Wednesday — will prevent 
Supervisor Slater — one of the 
two supervisors who voted 
against 
the 
Exxon 
Corp. 
rezoning Feb. 10 to allow an 
onshore processing plant west 
of Goleta — from moving for 
approval of the May 27 election 
date today. 
The county clerk’s office had 
announced Friday that it had 
validated 10,070 signatures of 
voters on the petitions. Only 
9,204 names were required to 
qualify them, and thus give the 
supervisors 
the 
choice 
of 
rescinding their ordinance or 
call for an election. 
Because 
the 
supervisors 
cannot take action one way or 
another until the petitions are 
officially validated, Slater’s 
plan to call for first rescission, 
and then an early election, 
can’t be carried out today. 
Supporters of the Exxon 
rezoning on the Board of 
Supervisors 
have 
indicated 
they prefer a special election 
when the student community at 
UC Santa Barbara and Isla 
Vista are dispersed and would 
have to cast absentee ballots. 
However, the county clerk’s 
office is continuing to maintain 
that the supeTViSorS1 cah call 
for a May 27 election to 
consolidate 
with 
other 
elections 
and 
thus 
save 
taxpayers some $40,000 over a 
special election. 
Referendum proponents said 
they still are hopeful that the 
board could set a May 27 
election date at their March 31 
session when Supervisor Frank 
Frost — also an opponent of 
Exxon rezoning — returns from 
a vacation. Ordinarily, some 63 
days are required for advance 
notice of a ballot measure. 
Menzel took the position that 
his deputies who had conducted 
the count were properly sworn 
in. He said the county counsel’s 
office agreed that it would be 
doubtful if a court ruled against 
his procedure. But to be "on 
the safe side,” Menzel said he 
ordered the recount to start 
Friday, knowing that any court 
case would delay validation for 
a lengthy period. 
Hatch didn’t say who had 
given his office the idea for 
trying to upset the first count. 
‘‘We’ve 
been 
watching 
them,” he declared. "They 
played rush, rush on it, and 
that’s where they got into 
trouble.” He added: " I was 
told they were not deputy 
registrars.” 
Hatch denied a claim by the 
county counsel’s office that the 
recount was on the basis of a 
mere technicality.

the F B I and Idaho authorities

Sierra Nevadas

Snow flurries swept across the 
Sierra Nevada late Sunday as a 
new front moved in close 
behind a weekend storm that 
pummeled the major freeway 
over the high mountains and 
stranded thousands of trave­ 
lers. 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol lifted all controls and 
opened Interstate 80 and U.S. 
Highway 50 to traffic for the 
first time in 24 hours following 
one of the worst storms to hit 
the Sierra Nevada in 23 years. 
Icy patches at Truckee near 
Donner Summit caused several 
tractor-trailer rigs to jack- 
knife and back up West-bound 
weekenders returning to Cali­ 
fornia on 1-80, but the CHP 
reported no serious injuries. 
The fast-moving storm that 
pounded California and Nevada 
over the weekend dumped up to 
three feet of snow on the 
already heavily blanketed Sier­ 
ra Nevada and forced the 
closures of 1-80 and U.S. 50. 


Avalanches 
stalled 
some 
7,000 vehicles on 1-80 at Colfax 
Saturday, backing traffic up 
seven mile in three lanes while 
motorists waited for plows to 
cut a path through the snow. 
Similar conditions at Echo 
Summit on U.S. 50 closed that 
alternate Sierra route for two 
days, creating a smaller lineup 
of would-be skiers and week- 
end-escapists. 
The U.S. Weather Service 
reported 
another, 
less 
ferocious 
front 
advancing 
across Northern California to 
make the respite from the 
early-spring storms a brief one. 
Snow 
flurries and showers 
were expected to 
increase 
Monday 
and 
last 
through 
Tuesday. 
Sierra 
Nevada 
residents 
labeled the storm one of the 
worst to hit the area since 1952. 
The front also brought light 
snowfall to some parts of the 
San Francisco Bay Area and 
caused minor flooding in many 
lowland areas along the coast.

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
predicts state workers will not 
try to get “ more than the state 
can afford” if collective bar­ 
gaining, including the right to 
strike, is extended to public 
employes. 
Brown also says that the 
California's 1.9 million public 
employes should be able to 
organize and strike because 
government has no right to 
“ keep people on the job at the 
threat of a gun.” 
“ I don’t think people who 
work in state government want 
more than those who work in 
private industry, nor do I think 
they want less,” he said Sunday 
in 
an 
interview 
with 
the 
Sacramento Bee. 
“ I don’t think they want 
more than the state can afford 
to pay,” he added. “ It’s a 
question of making the facts 
known and also a question of 
understanding their needs.” 
Currently before the Senate 


is major legislation extending 
collective bargaining rights, 
including strikes, to public 
employes. The legislation sets 
up provisions for mediation and 
binding 
arbitration 
to 
be 
administered by the state 
The governor has not come 
out in favor of the bill (SB275 > 
by 
Sen. 
Ralph 
Dills, 
D- 
Gardena, but has said he favors 
giving collective bargaining 
rights to government workers. 
“ Certainly I don’t want any 
strikes, but in a free society I 
don’t think you can keep people 
on the job at the threat of a 
gun,” 
he 
said. 
“A 
strike 
indicates a failure —a failure 
to communicate, a failure to 
lead, a failure to do your job.” 
Brown said he would do his best 
as governor “ to create the kind 
of 
climate” 
that 
prevents 
employe dissatisfaction from 
reaching the point where a 
strike was viewed as the only 
way of forcing resolution of a 
labor dispute. 


French ambassador held 
for release of agitators 


PARIS (UPI) — France’s 
ambassador to Somalia, Jean 
Gury, has been kidnaped at 
gunpoint

Mogadishu

gunmen demanding the release 
of two alleged political agita­ 
tors jailed in France, govern­ 
ment officials said today. 
They said the envoy was 
seized Sunday night in the 
streets of the Somalian capital 
by men claiming to belong to a 
nationalist movement demand­ 
ing 
the 
liberation 
of 
the 
neighboring French-controlled 
territory of the Afars and the 
Issas, known as French Somali­ 
land. 
Officials 
said 
they 
were 
awaiting a full report on the 
abduction, the first kidnaping 
of a French diplomat since 
Japanese and Palestinian guer­ 
rillas kidnaped the French 
ambassador to the Netherlands 
a year ago. 
French radio reports said the 
attackers who kidnaped Gury 
opened fire at a crowd that 
tried 
to 
free 
the 
French 
diplomat. 
Somalian police threw a 
dragnet around the city quarter 


where 
the kidnapers were 
believed entrenched with their 
hostage, the reports said. 
French Somaliland has been 
shaken by political unrest for 
years. Gury's kidnap was the 
first 
overt 
action 
by 
the 
nationalist exiles from the 
territory against French rule 
since 1967. 
The 
easing 
of 
control 
followed 
bloody 
riots 
that 
marked the late President 
Charles de Gaulle’s visit to the 
territory’s capital, Djibouti.

Alpha flower shows spread fame 


Through a period of 53 years, Lompoc 
Alpha Club has been the moving force in 
promoting flowers in the “ Flower Seed 
Capital of the World.’’ With its annual 
flower show, held since 1936 in Veterans 
Memorial Hall, it has brought visitors 
from every state and many foreign 
countries to this Lompoc Valley. 
Forerunner 
of 
Lompoc’s 
famed 
Flower Festival which cam e into being 
in June 1947, the club’s flower show 
began as far back as 1922. The idea 
began 
developing 
in 
1915 
when 
Lompocans visited the dahlia exhibits at 
the San Francisco World’s Fair. Local 
garden enthusiasts planted dahlias m 
their gardens, with new forms and 
varieties selected each year. 
By 
1921 
Lompoc's 
leading dahlia 
growers were the Mmes. Jam es Sloan, 
L.E. Heiges Sr., William F. Hall, R.D. 
Daniels. Johnny Houk and Walter Callis. 
That fall Mrs. Sloan suggested a dahlia 
show for the following year and this 
materialized August 26. 1922. The club 
set aside $20 to defray expenses and 
Mrs. Hall was chosen chairman. The 
blooms were displayed in milk bottles. 
The show setting was Lompoc’s first 
American Legion Hall in the 100 block 
west of Ocean Ave. 
In its second year, interest was such 
that 
the 
show 
was 
moved to the 
elementary 
school for 
more room. 
Dahlias continued to be the center of 
interest until 1926 when an arrangement 
of other garden flowers was added. In 
December 
that 
year, 
Hattie Smith 
announced that sweet peas and bulbs 
would be featured at the flower show in 
March Thereafter the size of the show 
grew and new places were found to 
accommodate the displays. 
A two-day show was the decision for 
1929 and 
shadow box arrangements 
were used for the first time. Minutes of 
the club note the show was held in the 
Old Opera House, “a barn of a place 
with garish pink walls.” 


In 1932 the club used the Scout House 
at the Legion Building and from 1933-35 
rented the high school gymnasium 
It 
was in 36 on completion of the present 
American Legion Building that Alpha’s 
annual flower show found a permanent 
home 


June 1941 marked the 20th annual 
show and sweepstakes prizes were given 
to 
Mrs. 
R alp h 
D a v id so n 
for 
arrangem ents, and Hattie Smith for 


specimens. 
Mrs. 
Lloyd 
Huyck 
was 
general chairman for the 1942 show with 
the theme “This Pacific Coast ” Held in 
the grammar school cafetorium, a huge 
horn of plenty highlighted the “Victory 
Gardens" section. 
With a “Victory Garden’’ theme in ’43 
equal emphasis was placed on floral and 
vegetable displays. At a special table, a 
“ Who 
Done 
It?” 
contest 
whetted 
interest as visitors guessed names of the 
exhibitors. A prize was awarded. 
During early war years, the shows 
gave way to garden show teas, given 
“for pleasure of the townspeople.” In 
the first “after black-outs” show a large 
flag reproduction in flowers highlighted 
the stage in Veterans Hall. Native wild 
flowers and shrubs were shown and at a 
special 
“educational 
table.” 
were 
identified. 
In the “Twenty-fifth Anniversary” 
show in 1947,87 varieties of blooms were 
shown in competition, more than 260 
counting those 
in arrangements. 
A 
special table featured “ favorite flower 
in 
my 
garden.” 
Clinton 
Stillman 
displayed gloxinas, the only hothouse 
flower in the show. Peony exhibits were 
a new feature the following year. 
From 
then, 
special 
themes were 
followed for the shows and displays 
shown under special table titles. These 
included: “ Flower Music,” “ I Love You 
California,” 
“ Flowers 
on 
Parade,” 
“ Moments in Life,” 
and “ United in 
Flowers.” 
Alpha’s 32nd annual flower show was 
delayed until July in 1954 to coincide 
with 
Lompoc’s first annual Flower 
Festival. 
George 
Miller, 
a 
leading 
citizen, had persuaded the Chamber of 
Commerce 
to 
substitute 
a 
flower 
festival for the rodeo they had been 
sponsoring for several years. It was 
Lompoc’s first effort to dramatize the 
valley’s fame as the flower center of the 
world. Since that time, the Chamber and 
Alpha 
Club 
has 
coordinated 
their 
celebrations 
and 
chosen 
themes 
to 
correspond. 
These have included:

RICHFIELD, Ohio (UPI) - There’s a 
little doubt in my mind regarding tonight's 
fight, very little, about as much as there is in 
Muhammad Ali’s, Chuck Wepner’s and 
yours. 
Nothing is sure, 100 per cent flat-out 
guaranteed, 
and 
that 
goes double 
in 
something 
like professional fist-fighting 
where thin-skinned, bull-necked 35-year-old 
Chuck Wepner could bring in a right hand 
from left field somewhere, lay one of Ali’s 
eyes wide open and watch somebody else 
bleed for a change There’s no law anywhere 
stipulating that can't happen. 
It isn’t very likely to, though. 
Primarily in for a pay day, the best one of 
his life, slow moving, trucklike Chuck Wepn­ 
er could come out of all this with the world 
heavyweight title, but there is the same 
likelihood of this happening as there is of Ali 
retiring after this fight to satisfy his lifelong 
ambition 
of 
playing 
goalie 
for 
the 
Philadelphia Flyers. 
Carried away, perhaps, by a 1700 bet he 
made on himself at 10 to 1 odds, Wepner has 


said this is going to be “a gang war,” 
creating the impression he’ll be using all the 
devices in the ring tonight he has been 
working on in training, such as the rabbit 
punch, the kidney punch and the short, 
straight butt to the head Words, words, 
words. Generally when a man intends doing 
something along these lines, when he's 
serious about it, he usually keeps his 
intention to himself. 
Ali also has gone on record with some 
statements of his own. 
He says he isn’t going to shoot for 
Wepner’s face, and if he hasn’t already 
forgotten by this time, when he signed for 
this fight, he also said he was going*to be "a 
rope fighter" again, meaning he intends to 
lay back up against the ropes, allow Wepner 
to punch himself out the same way George 
Foreman did, and then, presumably, step in 
and deliver what the old Broadway fight 
crowd used to call “da coop da grass.” 
Ali says a lot of things he forgets 
conveniently when he finds it getting a little 
overheated in the kitchen. Maybe he won’t go 


for Wepner s face for awhile like he says, 
and I’m sure he’ll lay back up against the 
ropes again if he becomes tired, but if he’s 
ever in any serious trouble, he’ll try anything 
he can, even untying Wepner’s shoelaces. 
He shouldn’t have to because Wepner isn't 
that accomplished a boxer to cause him any 
great problems. 
Hie only possible problem for Ali could be 
Wepner's right hand, and that coupled with 
the fact he is 
12 pounds overweight, 
obviously not in the best shape, and hasn’t 
trained particularly well, conceivably might 
cause him a few anxious moments. 
The bigger a man gets around the stomach, 
the less effective he is in so many regards. 
He can’t get around or do things as easily as 
he used to, and he gets tired quicker. 
No matter how loud and long he talks 
trying to gloss over it, no matter how much 
he tries covering up the fact, Ali was a very 
weary individual in his fight with Foreman in 
Zaire. He was almost as tired as Foreman, 
and that’s why he sought refuge in the ropes. 
He managed to outlast Foreman and beat 


him, but there were times in that fight, a 
number of times, when it looked like the 
smartest thing he could do after the fight, 
win or lose, was hang up his gloves for good. 
There is not nearly the old bounce in Ali’s 
legs there used to be, and nobody knows that 
more than he does. 
Wepner has noticed it, too, and says he’s 
going to take advantage of that. I doubt he’ll 
be able to because he isn’t exactly a zephyr 
himself out there. When Chuck Wepner gets 
to huffing and puffing, all 6 feet 5 and 225 
pounds of him, he looks and sounds 
remarkably like the No. 1 locomotive on the 
old Rock Island line struggling to make it up 
grade 
Chuck Wepner has had this dream where 
he knocks out Muhammad Ali in the 13th. It’s 
a nice dream, but that’s all it is, a dream, 
because the fight will never go 13 rounds. 
Six, seven, at most is the way I see it. 
After which, Ali will fill in the rest of the 
air time letting everybody know once more 
he is “the g-r-e-a-t-e-s-t.” Wherever you are, 
make sure you're listening.

The plan is 
expected to be presented to Congress by 
the ERDA this month, according to the 
admiral, and Vandenberg is considered 
for a site. 


We placed a few calls in an effort to 
try and find out just what a solar heating 
and cooling demonstration site consisted 
of. We weren’t very successful.

Stimson, 
the 
former 
Secretary of War, is often quoted as 
having said, in the manner of a 
character in a P G. Wodehouse novel, 
that “gentlemen don’t read other 
gentlemen’s mail.” That observation 
which aborted an inchoate Central 
Intelligence Agency — and left us all 
feeling very good about the natural 
aristocratic habits of our Secretary of 
War — may just have had something to 
do with failing to abort a world war — 
which 
left 
us 
feeling 
very 
bad, 
particularly those who died fighting that 
war. It is only true that gentlemen don’t 
read other gentlemen’s mail in a world 
in which gentlemen can be counted on 
not to launch wars against one another. 
It is highly improbable, as Lincoln 
said in his most famous address, which 
is intoned but never analyzed, that self- 
governing republics can last very long in 
the tumult of history. There are many 
reasons for this, but one of them is the 
insistence that knowledge of everything 
that goes on always 
leads to an improve­ 
ment in the general 
situation. It might be 
called 
the 
Masters 
and Johnson approach 
to political 
demo­ 
cracy. It is in very full 
flower at the moment, 
and the investigations 
of the activity of the 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency are a case in 
point. 
Mr. Miles Copeland, the author who 
was once with the CIA and still speaks 
and writes about it more authoratitively 
and engagingly than anyone I know, has 
written an essay called, “Is There a CIA 
in Your Future?” Consider, please, 
most remarkable passage in it. 
“...almost all the Agency people I 
talked to” — Mr. Copeland is referring 
to a recent visit to Washington (he now 
lives in London) — “assured me 
unashamedly, 
almost 
proudly, 
Of 
course we are going to lie to the 
congressional committees.’ They felt 
that as loyal Americans they cannot do 
otherwise — except in the unlikely event 
the members of the committees can be 
held 
accountable for 
their 
leaks, 
impossible in the present atmosphere. 
“Let me give an example. Let us 
suppose (I’m not saying he is, but let us 
suppose) 
that 
Algeria’s 
President 
Boumedienne is cooperating hand in 
glove with the CIA in its pursuit of the 
terrorists who have received sanctuary 
or training 
in his country, while 
appeasing the Palestinians and his own 
extremists by pretending publicly that 
he hates us. And let us suppose that 
some member of Senator Church’s 
committee asks Bill Colby, ‘Mr. Colby, 
is it true that President Boumedienne is 
secretly cooperating with the CIA?’ 
“Well, Mr. Colby will at that moment 
have before him three alternatives. He 
can say, ‘Yes, Senator, that is so’ — in 
which case, past experience tells him, 
the whole world will be able to read his 
answer the next day in the New York 
Times, 
and 
either 
Boumedienne’s 
cooperation or Boumedienne himself 
will be finished. 
“Or he can say, ‘Sorry, Senator, but 
that’s top secret information’ — with the 
same result, since such an answer will 
be interpreted as a ‘yes’ by the 
American press, the American public, 
the Algerian public, and, of course, the 
members of the committee. Or he can 
say, ‘Who? Did you say Boumedienne? 
My God, I never heard anything so 
ridiculous! ’ A lie. For the good of all of 
us, including the congressmen who must 
take the Marne for any leak. 
“Let us hope that Bill Colby lies. Our 
mutual friends at the Agency assure me 
that he will — or that if he doesn’t, he 
will be finished, and that some of those 
who will be first in line calling for his 
head will be those very congressmen 
who were supposed to be beneficiaries

Is it enough for local government to 
passively follow the state’s puMic 
access laws — that is, to be open really 
only to those few citizens with the pluck 
to interrogate puMic officials and the 
dedication to sit through every meeting? 
Or 
should 
public 
participation 
be an 
active policy goal of 
city governments? 
The city Communi­ 
cations 
Committee, 
which submitted a 51- 
page report to the 
Lompoc City Council 
last 
Tuesday, 
ad­ 
vanced 
the 
second 
idea — that govern­ 
ment should work to 
attract the people’s 
involvement. 
After an 11-month study, the eight- 
member panel concluded that Lompoc 
city government is doing some of this 
work. 
Non-paid, 
professional 
consultants for the committee agreed. 
The council, the committee pointed out, 
does solicit and welcome statements 
from the puMic at meetings even when 
no formal puMic hearing has been 
called. Members of the council have also 
participated in local radio and tv 
programs on city issues. 
A 61 per cent majority of respondents 
to a citizens’ questionnaire agreed that 
people in city government are interested 
in what the puMic thinks. A 55 per cent 
majority expressed that city officials do 
their best to present both sides of 
controversial issues to the public. 
But the panel concluded that local city 
government could do more to crack the 
ice of citizen apathy. 
City Council meeting agendas was one 
big area singled out for improvement. 
Compared 
to a county 
Board of 
Supervisors or a Lompoc School Board 


If Californians think it is difficult to 
get the services of a physician today, it 
is likely it will be next to impossible in 
the not too distant future unless some 
fast action is taken by the Legislature. 
Past legislative sessions have directed 
attention 
at 
overcoming 
doctor 
shortages 
caused 
by 
insufficient 
medical school facilities to train the 
numbers required to meet doctor 
population ratios. But all that will go for 
naught if the new crisis is not dealt with 
promptly. 
The problem has been developing for 
the past ten years with malpractice 
insurance soaring each year as law suits 
became more prevalent and jury awards 
in seven figures, unheard of a decade 
ago, have become common. For many 
doctors 
insurance 
has 
become 
prohibitive and many are being denied 
at any price as fewer and fewer carriers 
remain in the business. 
The situation is not peculiar to 
California. It is nationwide. And, while 
some say it is because lawyers are too 
willing to sue regardless of the merits of 
a case, the problem is deeper. Still, 
some insurance spokesmen persist in 
laying full blame on the legal profession 
claiming, 
that 
because 
no 
fault 
insurance has dried up other business, 
they are concentrating on malpractice 
cases. Since California does not have no 
fault 
it 
doesn’t 
explain 
what 
is 
happening here. 
Dean John Tupper of Davis Medical 
School long ago recognized one of the 
causes as the lack of communication 
between doctor and patient. He has been 
preaching that doctors must treat the 
family unit not just the individual. The 
trend away from the family physician to 


the bar 


effectively 
punishes 
someone 
who 
perpetrates a leak. Can’t do it, some of 
them say — First Amendment. But if 
the 
First 
Amendment 
makes 
it 


agenda, a City Council agenda reads like 
a coded military communique. 
Councilmembers and press people get 
sheaves of background papers detailing 
each issue to go before the council and 
the city staff’s recommendations on it. 
But all an average citizen has to go on 
(if he forgets to buy a newspaper) is the 
two or three page super-summarized 
agenda — when he or she can get one. 
The agenda features such cryptic 
entries as: 
“LOM 128B — Hilley 
Subdivision. 
Approval 
of 
map, 
improvement plans and subdivision 
agreement. Report by Director of 
PuMic Works." That’s it. No address, no 
details on what type or size of 
subdivision is planned, no information 
on what improvements are planned in 
the 
subdivision 
agreement. 
No 
background. 
Another sample entry: “NCPA de­ 
velopment fund agreement. Report by 
City 
Administrator.” 
This 
topic 
consumes around 12 typewritten pages 
in the background material available to 
staff, council members and press. Yet 
the puMic gets only the non-information 
of this one sentence. 
True, both of these actual council 
items were explained to the public by 
oral staff presentations, by the city 
public 
works 
director 
and 
administrator. But have you ever tried 
to follow an oral city staff report on a 
complex 
item? 
The 
written 
bureaucratese can only be understood — 
the carefully engineered ambiguities 
fully appreciated — after repeated 
pouring over. The spoken form might as 
well be Sudanese to the untuned ear. 
The result, the committee felt, is that 
citizens who do not read newspapers 
have little chance of understanding what 
the devil is going on at a council meeting 
not 
unless they’ve attended enough 
meetings to catch the drift of things and 


over specialization has removed from 
the doctors the father image once 
enjoyed by country doctors. And the cold 
aloofness of the doctor to patient, plus 
high medical fees, have invited ill-will 
which often translates into lawsuits. 
The increase of suits has had a domino 
effect on medical costs. Not only must 
the doctor charge more to pay for his 
insurance, which can run as high as 
$50,000 a year, buy many are now 
practicing “defensive medicine.” This 
is the term applied to treatment wherein 
many 
unnecessary 
x-rays 
and 
laboratory tests are ordered, regardless 
of symptoms, merely to protect the 
doctor from lawsuits. It skyrockets 
medical costs and forces higher health 
insurance premiums. 
The end result is that the consumer 
ys through the neck, not only in costs 
t in the diminishing availability of 
physician care. Many doctors who have 
practiced long enough to be financially 
secure are retiring prematurely. Others 
are refusing to take new patients. And 
some are being just plain forced out 
because of the cost or inability to get 
insurance. 
A doctor need not be 
negligent to be sued. Once sued his 
E 
remiums rise even though he is 
lameless. Often, even after one suit, 
his insurance is canceled, making it 
difficult if not impossible to get other 
coverage. 
As Assemblyman Robert McLennan 
observed, 90 per cent of those sued are 
competent, 
reputable 
doctors. 
Insurance spokesmen estimate that one 
out of every three doctors can expect to 
be sued. 
McLennan, a family physician who 
retired to devote full time to the 


impossible to insist on secrecy, do you 
say then.

aren’t afraid to fire questions at the 
council and city officials. And this 
leaves a lot of people in the dark. 
Major, and many minor, city items 
coming up before the council are 
covered in newspaper advance stories. 
Reading them makes council agendas 
clearer. Of course, City Hall reporters 
are themselves stumped at times over 
agenda entries and the same can be 
expected of religious news account 
readers. 
But even local papers can’t be held 
responsible for full coverage of the fall 
of every sparrow. Items which are of 
interest to a severely limited number of 
people are often likely not to be covered 
in every detail. For these people, the 
council agendas, with their unexplained 
Captain Midnight land parcel codes and 
ordinance and resolution numbers, often 
serve as much as a source of confusion 
as of information. The NCPA item, for 
example, should have been followed by a 
few sentences detailing 1) 
what the 
“NCPA” stands for, 2) what kind of 
organization it is and who belongs to it, 
3) 
basically 
what 
the 
proposed 
development fund agreement is and 4) 
what council action is recommended by 
the city staff — no opinions or staff 
effusions on the topic, just the facts. 
Administrative bodies tend to become 
insulated, as Councilman E. C. Stevens 
said last week. Because an item is a 
coffee break conversation piece at City 
Hall, city staffers tend to assume the 
rest of the city must know about it too. 


Not true. Or else why did hundreds of 
people 
who 
answered 
the 
communications 
questionnaire 
cast 
their votes for more public polls on city 
issues, more news on city commission 
openings, and more meetings with city 
officials? 


Legislature, may have the only practical 
solution. He thinks statutory limitations 
on damages must be enacted. He also 
would adopt a preliminary review 
system for the court to determine if a 
suit is meritorious or frivolous and an 
arbitration panel preceding trials. He 
has turned a staff of legislative aides 
loose to draft a measure which will 
solve the problem. He is seeking to 
apply reasonable limits which will be 
acceptable to the legal profession.
